ire usually set down as myths, yet the 
report from the steamer Arahopoe or 
•ijeeting a floating island in the Gulf 
itream off the coast of North Car- 
ilinn cannot be dismissed so easily 
Vs a matter of fact, this vessel not oniy 
?aw a floating island covering over 
.wo acres of ground, but the second 
lieutenant and a boat crowe of sailors 
actually went on the island and spent 
••everal hours on this piece of floating 
land. 


The story'is that this Moating Island 


irigrinally was broken off the shore of 
N 
rew Guinea, just at the top of South 


America, and it was carried by the 
!5ulf Stream along its usual course. If 
'.he island keeps together it should 
eventually go ashore near the Scottish 
:oast. Probably the big storms in mid 
icean will not leave much of the 1s- 
and. 
It is described as twenty feet 


through along the edges and much 
!iea\ler on one side, probably where 
it was torn off from the mainland.

Architests, by the 
rule quoted by De Vinne, "should or- 
nament construction, but never con- 
struct ornamentation." Any ornament 
obviously placed upon a building at- 
an ornament and nothing else is in 
a«i bad taste as the advertisement of 
a popular beer on a mausoleum. But 
columns, for jxample, are always sus- 
ceptible of treatment so as to be pleas- 
ing to the eye without any sacrifice 
of the appearance of utility.

pric"> of land in Reno is by no means 
so high that a square foot of space 
here and there cannot be % given up 
profitably to the improvement of a 
structure's outward appearance. And 
the expenditure of so little money 
would mean so much for Reno in the 
eyes not only of her own citizens and 
especially of those of visitors. 


Beautiful buildings and well-kept 


streets are what catch the first glance 
of people who come from eleswhere. 


Reno ought to make an effort to 


have both.
